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Prevent That Fire

Pottstown and other fire depart­ 
ments throughout the nation conduct 
fire prevention campaigns 52 weeks 
of the year, but they join efforts one 
week each year to hammer home to 
all the consequences of poor fire 
safeguards! 
It was not 
just 
happenstance 
which chose Oct. 8 through 14 as Fire 
Prevention Week in 1922 and has 
maintained it as one of the more 
widely observed weeks ever since. 
Oct. 8 will be the 96th anniversary 
of the great Chicago fire, which took 
250 lives and destroyed 17,430 build­ 
ings at a loss—in 1871 dollars—of 
nearly $200 million. 
It was not the 
most costly fire in terms of lives lost 
in the nation’s history, but it has re­ 
mained as the horrible example of a 
city unprepared to cope with a major 
conflagration. 
Whether 
it 
began 
with 
Mrs. 
O’Leary’s cow as legend has it or not, 
the Chicago fire is not- likely to be 
duplicated in any modern American 
city.' Last summer provided a num­ 
ber of examples of the efficienty of 
metropolitan fire fighting systems. 
Major fires started by rioters in 
Detroit. Newark and other cities were 


contained remarkably well by fire­ 
men who faced the added hazard of 
snipers and other insurrectionists. 
Fires normally faced by firemen 
today are not major ones—excepting 
forest fires which have plagued large 
sections of the Northwest — but the 
list of fire casualties is grim evidence 
of the unfinished job in fire safety. 
Every day 33 Americans lose their 
lives in fires, 1500 homes are destroy­ 
ed, 19 schools, 114 stores, 9 churches 
and 12 hospitals. 
The economic loss 
alone is incalculable. 
Fires are preventable is more than 
a slogan. 
It is a challenge to each 
citizen to see to it that his environment 
is not inviting destruction by careless 
attitudes on rubbish, wiring, smoking 
and flammable materials. 
It is a 
small responsibility in terms of time 
spent, but a large one when the con­ 
sequences are considered. 
A cow may be excused for kicking 
over a lamp, but there is no excuse for 
ignoring a frayed lamp cord until it 
starts a fire or leaving matches where 
children will pick them up. Fire Pre­ 
vention Week is a good time to re- 
acquaint all members of the household 
with the fundamentals of fire safety.

Not since Norbert Wiener has 
America produced anything like Har­ 
vey M. Friedman. Wiener earned his 
doctor’s degree in mathematics at 
Harvard at 19 and began lecturing 
there at 21. 
Friedman has done even better. He 
has just received his doctorate in 
mathematics from Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology and has begun 
work as a $10.000-a-year assistant 
professor at Stanford University at 
the age of 18. 
Prof. Friedman never had much 
time for formal education. 
He was 
too busy learning. In the eighth grade 
he passed final examinations for all 


four years of high school mathematics 
without ever formally taking any of 
the courses. He never bothered to get 
his high school diploma, which didn’t 
prevent MIT from admitting him at 
the age of 15. 
It is widely believed that youthful 
genius has a bleak future, that if it 
does not die young, like Mozart, its 
early promise quickly fades. 
There 
is abundant proof to the contrary. 
■ Dr. Wiener, the man whose acade­ 
mic precocity Prof. Friedman has just 
eclipsed. ' lived a fruitful 70 years 
and In his maturity originated the 
theories of cybernetics, the basis for 
automation.
